The federal government acquired the West Riverside Avenue 
and Lincoln Street site in 1903 for a cost of $100,000. James 
Knox Taylor, Supervising Architect of the U.S. Treasury Depart- 
ment, designed the building in 1906-07. 


Construction began in 1908 and was completed in 1909.
